Environmental Program Begins

After the first week of Youth Services’ Environmental Clean-up 
the ambition of the project has only begun to affect Crawford 
County. On Monday the 35 enrollees arid ten supervisors dodged 
the rain. cleaning ine access roads to the AuSable between town 
and Wakeleys. On Tuesday. work of the roads east of town 
continued as the AuSable mainstream got its initial facelift, 
disposable containers. predominantly aluminum cans, plastic and 
styrafoam to the sum of 80. fifty-five galion bags. This is an amount 
equal 19 what was cleaned out of that stretch last year. Scheduled 
for completion next week the areas covered this week were from 
Ray's to the East Branch: Rayburns to Pullover; Burtons to 
Thendra; Stephan's to Wakeley’s and Wakeley’s to White Pine. In 
Frederic the program has been cleaning Township roads as well as 
the Came! Lake area gathering over 125 bags of garbage. County 
wide four hundred and twelve, fifty-five gallon bags have been 
collected keeping ihe ONR busy as they have assisting picking up 
the bags. 

Local donations of bags have come from Rochette’s, A & P. 
Grayling Township Pro-Mart, with generous donations from Black 
& White. McDonalds and Glenns. These donations are much 
needed and appreciated. Our program will continue through the 
summer although our present budget is inadequate.

“Wa have tn the hest of my 
memory run this program for at 
least six and possibly seven 
years to write a letter to councii 
each year and then received a 
checaue. It’s even in the bud- 
get.” he said following the 
meeting. “! expected a “yes” 
vote simoly as a matter of 
course,” Taylor said. 

“It is quite definitely a shock. 
1am greatly disappointed. | am 
sure what this is going to mean 
to the overall program but tt will 
definitely mean that some cuts 
will have to be made. We were 
already short at least $1,000 
when {| went into the meeting 
tonight and that figure is 
conservative. Now we are that 
much shorter. We now need 
more than we needed before,” 
Taylor remarked. 

‘ii there iS any individuai or 
organization in town that could 
help fill the gap we would 
greatly appreciate their assis- 
tance. Right now | can’t say 
where the cutS are going to 
come. We may have to cut the 
whole program short by a week 
far the summer or cut some 
individual programs such as 
band or shorten other programs 
up by a week to make up far our 
losses.” 

Yayior said the annual pro- 
gram has over 240 children 
involved in the enrichment 
classes and about 70 enrolied in 
the swimming classes. “As well 
there are a staggering number 
of aids who usé ihe playground 
aach summer There were over 
500 there tast year.” 

Taylor said there hac been 
some unhappiness concerning 
the program from some parents 
who had children enrolled in the 
pand program.

Early 1900's Atmosphere Returns Here 


By Rod Denley 

One of the newest businesses 
in Grayling is also one of the 
oldest. “The Nickelodeon” a 
new ice cream parlor on Michi- 
gan Ave. tocated in the old 
Sorenson Magazine and Tobac- 
co shop. Originally a tobacco 
and confectionary shop it was 


also for many years an ice 
cream parlor. 
Now two local men have 


rented the old building, dug out 
the dusty cupboards and booths 
and restored the goods and 
atmosphere of that age gone 
past. 

The player piano rings out a 
{une in the back alongside the 
booths where customers can sit 
down to ice-cream treats which 
have not changed through tne 
years. 

The tong glass counters 
shelves and tables are the same 
that were used in the original 
store. Throughout the store are 
dozens of old signs, as well as 
numerous antique machines for 
dispensing chocolates, penny 
matches, gum balls and chan- 
ge. 
Light fixtures in the store are 
the same ones used in the early 
solid oak have been rubbed 
smooth by a thousand elbows 
which in the old days belonged 
fo owners who would have 
poured over a dozen different 
types of cigars all unwrapped in 
the boxes. 

“In the old days the cigars 
were not wrapped. The glass 
top of the counter slid back so 
the customer contd pick up their 
own individual cigar,” said Mrs. 
Elna Mae Moshier, of 607 lonia 
Street. Her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Herluf Sarenson owned 
the store which is one of the 
oldest businesses in Grayling. 

Things have changed some- 
what to this day nowever since 
female customers in this age of 
Women's Liberation can walk 
through the front door to the ice 
cream parlor for a refreshing 
treat 

“In the old days there was an 
alley that ran between the store 
and the store next door,” she 
said, “And women in the old 
days would walk dawn the alley 
beside the store and = enter 
through a side entrance which 
went into the ice cream parlor. 
in that way they could enter the 
store without passing through 
the front section where tobacco 
was soig.” 

The present owners have 
worked to restore as much of 
the original decor as possible 
and have even cleaned up some 
of (he old advertising Signs ang 
used many of them as decora- 
tions. 

The store now afters many 
different items besides the 
traditional goods of the past. 
There is an excellent assortment 
of books. gifts. records and 
magazines. For the candy lovers 
there are dozens of differant 
varieties to choose from, many 
in the antique style candy jars 
and barrels of the old days. A 
barrel of roasted nuts with a 
metal scoop sits along with the 
barrels of candy. 

“We originally started off with 
the idea of setting up a cheese 
and wine shop,” says Mike 
Branch who is a partner along 
with Bob Hannan in the store. 
We asked people to keep their 
eye open for a store and this 
turned up so it was a natural for 
us 10 restore the ice cream 
parior complete with the Gay 
90's atmosphere for our custo- 
mers. We really enjoy running 
the store since it is a fun place 


The past years of the store at 
the turn of the century were 
outlined by Perry F. Powers in 
his book A History of Northern 
Michigan and It's Peopie which 
was published in 1912. Speak- 
ing of that establishment then 
he said.” 

“Olaf Sorenson the head of 
the firm, -was born in Denmark. 
a son of Severin and Lena 
(Peterson) Sorenson, who came 
from Denmark in 1888, locating 
in Northern Michigan.” 

“Coming to America, the poor 
man's paradise, Olaf Sorenson 
focated in Grayling Michigan 
where he has been extensively 
engaged in the lumber busi- 
ness. In searching for a busi- 
ness which would give him 
more leisure, at the same time 
boing more lucrative and turnish 
employment for his children Mr 
Sorenson in 1909 bought out 
James W. Sorenson, a dealer in 
tobacco and in the years that 
have since elapsed has built up 
his present large and profilable 
trade in tobecco and confec- 
tionary.” 

“Catering to the wants of 
their numerous customers the 
firm of Olaf Sorenson & Sons 
carries the very best brand of 
domestic and imported cigars 
and tobaccos and deals in pure 
and wholesome candy only. The 
confectionary temptingly dis- 
played on the well arranged 
shelves of the establishment 
being of standard makes and 
especially enticing to the pas- 
serby.” 

“We hope that we can carry 
on in our Store here that kind of 
tradition which has been estab- 
liched far many years" sairt 
Branch. ‘We really support the 
whole Milllown idea and look 
forward to the day when the rest 
of the downtown may look the 
same way "

according to state assessment which would be made at the “same 
rate as other real property In the assessing district in which the 
lands are located.” 

In a study done this year by Joe Wakeley, County Treasurer the 
implications of such a move were outlined. In that study he 
demonstrated that the county would receive an additional 
$1,047,411.53 In revenue if all property in the county was taxed at 
an equal rate. This would include more funds from the military, 
state and federal tand in the county if the land was taxed at equal 
rates. Mack's bill covers only state land. 

In his study, Wakeley lists the present payments and the 
increases that might result if all land was taxed equally. Wakeley 
says his study was based on conservative assessment rates.

The search for the location of 
a mysterious set of mounds 
believed to have held artifacts of 
unknown origin is over. 

The two men who came to 
Grayling to search for the 
Jocation of the Sylvan Club 
which was mentioned in several 
old books were rewarded with 
success when a local resident ; 
Arthur J. Wakeley, of Grayling 
Township, ted them directly to 
the site where the artifacts were 
dug up in 1909. 

The iwo men, George Lang 
and Wesley Carter, of Palestine, 
Texas came to Grayling two 
weeks ago to hunt for the sites 
which were mentioned in a book 
called Prenistoric tinds in 
Michigan which was writlen by 
Bishop James Savage for the 
American Catholic Historical 
Society. 

The book mentioned where 
several tablets and artifacts 
were discovered back then, was 
somewhere near the AuSable 
River. Shortly after their search 
began here in Grayling the men 
were standing in front of the 
mounds beside Mr. Wakelay 
who not only knew Savage the 
author of the book but was also 
at the site many times during 
the digging nearly 70 years ago. 

“l was 8 years old at the time 
and remember all of those days 
when they were digging very 
weil,” he said. He was able to 
show both men the mound sites 
and the holes where the search- 
ers had removed the relics in the 
Gast 
past. 

It is evident from the holes in 
the mounds that probably ali of 
the relics have been removed 
but both men involved in the 
search plan to return here this 
fall and search for any other 
possible mounds that may 
awiet 

They say they will not reveal 
lie location of any of the oid 
mounds which have already 
been dug since thay are afraid 
of possible vandalism by cur- 
iousity seekers. 

“We feel that there may be a 
possibility of more mounds in 
this area which we could 
study,” said Lang. "We feel thai 
the Crawtord County area otters 
the best possibilities for further 
searches since unlike Southern 
Michigan there has not been 
extensive raadbyilding or con- 
structinn “1 the area.’ He 
explained that development to 
the south has wiped out traces 
of many cld sites and mounds. 

The men plan to continue 
their search and hopefully find a 
mound which has not been dug 
up and the relics removed like 
the ones in which they examin- 


ed in their first trip nere to 


Grayling. 

Wakeley said that when he 
was a child and around the digs 
back then, he was not really 
interested in what was going on 
but does remember well the 


centrar figures of the digs. 

He said most older people in 
mose days odeileved that tie 
relics found were all a hoax and 
were planted by peaple for the 
explorers to find when they 

went digging. 

He said he remembers Seeing 
Many of ihe felics spread out ia 
the front porch of Savages cabin 
which used to stand on the 
banks of the AuSalbe. He said 
they treated and handled the 
relics “very reverently”. 

Both.Lang and Carter have a 
lot of reverence as well for the 
mounds and the artifacts they 
held. The men believe they 
may have been placed there by 
tribes of white men who lived 
and traded in North America 
over 3.000 years aga. 

Both of the men vetong to the 
Holy Ground Mission. a small 
religious settlement whose 
members believe they have been 
called by God to “accomplish 
the restitution of all things 
oefore Christ Can return.” 

They were doing research in 
Toronto. Canado on ancient 
tablets when they found refe- 
rences to this area and journied 
here to search for further 
evidence. 

A number of the tablets which 
were found in the early years of 
this century in Crawford County 
are part of the collection in 
Central Michigan University. 
Their authenticity has been a 
debate which has raged since 
their discovery in 1909. Both 
men nope to make further finds 
which may auther 
finds and settle the controversy. 

Although many years have 
passed since the original dis- 
covery many people still chose 
up sides on the issue. Many 
people have volunteered intor- 
two Searchers. Others say they 
have heard about and seen the 
relics but are convinced that 
they are complete fakes 

This is the main reason that 
both men hope to continue their 
search for any possible undis- 
turbad mounds

Erick questions if TV is really 


turning our minds to mush 


Erick Sevareid, whose presence lends 
authority and command to the television 
screen that are not duplicated else- 
where, is preparing for retirement. 

And what does he have in mind? 

“Someone asked me what I'd do after 
45 years of daily deadlines,” Sevareid 
said. “| have two contrasting tempta- 
tions. One is to sit in a rocking chair for 
two weeks, after which | will slowly 
heain racking The other is to go 
fishing..." 

Probably he will do a bit of both. 

Sevareid's visage and demeanor 
endow his television comments with a 
distinctive character. Watching and 
listening to him, you just know that Eric 
Sevareid knows what he’s talking about, 
and that he's right. 

| mean, you could josh around a bit 
with David Brinkley, and you could ask 
Uncle Walter Cronkite a quesiion ur 
two. But Eric Sevareid? To him, you 
would only speak when spoken to...and 
then, there would have to be a “sir” 
attached. 

But Mr. Sevareid, like all of us, is 
mortal. He grows older, and will face 
mandatory retirement in the fall. Too 
bad. Television and the news business 
will be poorer for his departure. 

Plenty will be written and spoken 
about Eric Sevareid as his retirement 
nears, including much wisdom from 
Sevareid himself. He's been in the 
electronic news business since 1939 
when he signed on with Edward R. 
Wiurigw i LOndGn. 

The last few years, he says, he had 
been trying to knock down some of 
what he thinks are nanular misenncen- 
tions about his business. Like the effect 
of television, for example. 

“They say television is destroying the 
written word, how do you explain the 

ncrease in book reading since the 
acvent of television? Some people never 
heard good English until radio came 
along. 

He has some points, of course. Too 
many of TV's critics base iheir 
judgements on a small protion of 
electronic fare, without regard for the 
entire spectrum of TV offerings. Cer-

On the broader question of news 
coverage and coverers, Sevareid also 
has had some comments: 

“People think we have great power 
and | don’t think we have,” he said of his 
TV news colleagues In general. “News- 
men are nat leaders of the bodv politic 
and they are not statesmen, We should 
try to restore a sense of perspective to 
our view of newsmen.” 
in total, this is probably true, too. 
Some newfolks, of course, become 
deluded by the glamour and excitement 
of the job, and mistake shadow for 
substance. There is power in the 
medium but the power is in the 
message and not the messenger.

Rotary International recently decided 
again to remain strictly male. 

“The time is not ripe” to broaden 
Rotary membership to include women, 
according to Clem Renouf of Australia, 
Rotary International president-elect, 
who explained a vote of Rotary’s 
Council on Legislation continuing the 
ban on women members. Rotary has 
800,000 members-all men-in 152 na- 
tions. 

“We have a great cross section of 
culture in this organization, and some 


naoote would not fee! comfortable at 


the prospect of having women members 
in some countries,” Mr. Renouf said. 
“Rotary has never hean static: it might 
change in 5, 10, 15 years.” 

As a Rotarian of some years, | 
disagree with the decision; | think local 
Rotary clubs are being deprived of a 
strength the Rotary resolve of providing 
“service above self.”

The example in the commer- 
cial wa8 a man with a car on 
fire. The next thing you know, 
slong comer 2 car that pulls up 
and offers to assist. The good 
samariton did not try to endan- 
ger himself or others by trying 
to put the fire out by himself, 
but after looking over the 
situation, he simply picked up 
his CB microphone and placed a 
call on Ch 9 to a focal 
emergency monitor station. 

The scene then pans to a 
busy police dispatch point 
while the narrator expiains that 
many police and public service 
departments regularly monitor 
Ch 9 for emergencies. 

The narrator goes on to 
explain that CB radio can save 
precious minutes in the respon- 
se time of emergency equip- 
ment when the CB'er exolains in 
plain language, what is happen- 
ing, where it is, and what kink 
of equipment he desires at the 
scene. He goes on to Stress tnat 
when making this kind of cail on 
CB, that CB jargon or codes 
should not be used. Onty plain 
english is to be used, so that 
the operator taking the call can 
gei ihe message right ihe first 
time. 

The scene than switches back 
io the roagside where a pretty 
female police officer is taking a 
report of the incident, while a 
detachment of firemen are busy 
putting out the fire. The car was 
badly damaged, but no one was 
hurt in the incident. 

1 am only sorry that | got so 
engrossed in the content of the 
60 second message that | can 
not remember the sponsoring 
agency that produced the com- 
mercial. 

{don’t know how many of you 
saw that same commercial, but 
if you did, you might reatize 
what can be done with your CB 
radio, if you need to. 

During these times when we 
are hearing about ali of ine 
violence and just plain garbage 
that is presented on television, 
this smali 60 second film is a 
fresh and wetcome addition. 

| couldn’t help feel that the 
message was directed almost to 
us all, especially in this area, 
becaus@ with the exception of 
the pretty officer, the same 
scene can and has happened 
right here in Grayling many 
times. The local Sheriff's dis- 
patch does, and will continue to 
monitor Ch 9 for emergencies of 
all kinds.

WHEREAS, the Crawford County Board of Road Cammission- 
ers recognizes many of the transportation problems in Michigan, 
especially the need for better roads and bridges in outstate 
Counties like Crawford. However, the Crawford County Board of 
Road Commissioners strongly believes that all motor fuel taxes and 
license plate fees should continue to be used for building and 
renziring of roads, streets, and bridges in the State rather than be 
used for other types of transportation funding as the Governor 
proposes. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Crawtord 
County Board of Road Commissioners opposes the adoption of a 
constitutional amendment that would change the structure of the 
Highway Commission to a new Transportation Commission and 
piace more authority in the hands of the Governor. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED. that the Grawiord County Board 
of Road Commissioner opposes the use of any Motor Vehicle 
Highway Fund doilars to pay the cost of State Police patrols on 
Michigan Freeways
